| Time to Siam. 


‘The Ultimatum Must Be Aurel 


Without Delay. 


WILL BE USED. 


The Demands of the French Government 
~ ‘Will Be Not Modified, Bven at the Re- 
quest of England— Agreement Entered 
Into by Salisbury and Waddington— 
Bentiment in Europe—General Foreign 
News. 


Panis, July 22.— Prince Vadhana, the Siam - 
e Minister to France, to-day bad an inter- 
View with M. De Ville, the Foreign Minister, 
and asked that an eXtension of time be 
granted to Siam in which to make formal 
reply to the demands made upon her in the 
M. De Ville informed 
Prince Vadhana that the time granted 
tothe Siamese Government for the purpose 
of replying to the ultimatum was the utmost 
Umm that France would concede. A reply 
must be given in the time specified, and if 
Biam did not accede to the demands France 
would take steps to enforce them as stated 
in the ultimatam. ~ 

The Paris newspapers profess to regard the 
Marquis of Dufferin’s return as an admission 
that the French Government was not re- 
sponsible for the attacks made on him by the 
press in connection with the Cocarde for- 
geries. The Delligerent attitude of the 
French gunboat anchored before Bangkox 18 
approved by the Paris editors on the ground 
that the recent conduct of the Siamese has 
Warned them to be ontheir guard against a 
sudden attack from the palace. 

Itis hoped, however, that the necessity for 
such threatening performances will soon 
Gisa ppear and the long continuation of them 
might lead to regrettable incidents. Rear 
Admiral Humann, the newspapers say, will 
recall the gunboat outside the bar in case the 
ultimatum be rejected, asthe river at Bang- 
Kok is too shallow to allow the Forfait and 
Triomphant to enter. 

The French commanders fear the simoon 
will delay and imperil the gunboats which 
havo been Called to Siamese waters from the 
Cochin China station. The exact amount 
ofthe indemnity demanded by France from 
Siam is not Known. It is said the original 
demand of 3,000,000 francs has been abated to 
2,500,000 or less. * 

CANNOT BB MODIFIED. 

Lorpow, July 22.—The Times’ Paris corre- 
spondent says M. De Ville, even if desirous 
ofdoing 80, after seeing the Marquis of Duf- 
ferin, cannot modify his demands on Siam 


before the forty-eight hours allowed for 
Siam to qnswer have expired. Then, how- 
ever, h action will be fixed. This 


makes it egsier to express amiable opinions 
on the Marquis“ return, the obvious result of 
which will be thatthe appointment of M. De 
Crais, formerly Ambassador to Austria, as 
Ambassador to England will be gazetted 
forthwith. 

A FORMER AGREEMENT. 

New Tonk, July 22.—A London dispatch 
states that the Marquis of Salisbury three 
years ago made an agreement with M. Wad- 
Gington, French Ambassador in London, by 
which India should occupy the Shan States, 
between Burmah and the northeast frontier 
of Siam, although claimed by Siam, while 
France was to have all the left bank of the 
Mekong. 

If this is so, the question as affecting 
Kugland will resolve itself into a delimita- 
tion of frontiers by a boundary commission. 
That France. expected such a position of 
English and French territory is shown by an 


important article in the Paris Temps, 
whieh declares that the theory of 
**buffer’’ States has had its day, as 


is proved by the mixing of English ana 
French possessions in Asia, Africa, Oceanica 
America. Engiand herself has been the first 
to destroy ‘‘buffer’’ States, and a committee 
on frontier is better calculated to preserve 
peace than the existence of butter“ States, 
‘which generally are mere fields for the in- 
trigues of over-zealous functionaries.

At noon the situationin bank circles had 
not materially changed except that the 
crowds at several of the banks had tncreased 
in consequence of the spread of the news 
that the South Side Savings Bank and Mil- 
waukee National Bank had failed. The run 
an the Merchants’ Exchange Bank is proba- 
bly the , héaviest, but the crowd 
at the Second Ward Bank is 
nearly as large. The Merchants’ 
Exchange Bank is paying out money freely, 
and its officers are confident that they will be 
able to meet every demand. The depositors 
in the Second Ward Bank are mainly German 
workingmen who geem to have become 
anic stricken, despite the tact that the bank 
s backed by Milwaukee’s wealthy brewers, 
who have given a personal guarantee for 
everything the bank contains. The air ig full 
of rumors of failures and impending fallures 
in mercantile circles, but up to noon no sus- 
pensions had occurred, 

President Trumpf of the South Side Savings 
Bank says depositors had been making very 
large withdrawals during the past month, 
while collections have been small and de- 
posits light. The officials and directors de- 
cided that they could not do business 
long under the circumstances and con- 
cluded that in the interests of their 
patrons and themselves it would be better 
to suspend without further delay. While 
they hope tobe able to resume after the 
storm has blown over, they are not able to 
state anything definite. The trouble which 
has culminated in the suspension of the bank 
was the inevitable result of the present de- 
ggg and uneasy condition of financial af.- 
airs. 

The closing of the Milwaukee National 
Bank wasa surprise even to someof the 
stockholders. J. „ Pereles, who owns a 
block of the bank’s stock, said there is no 
reason why bank should have 
closed except officers were 
afraid to stand a run. A state- 
ment made a few days ago showed that the 
bank had assets in excess of the labilities 
amounting to between $500,000 and , 000, 
People who were not posted could not be- 
lieve that the bank, which was one ot the 
oldest in the city, had failed and scores of 
people walked into the entrance, read the 
notice announcing the Dank suspension 
and walked out again.

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SPRINGFIELD, III., July 22.—The arguments 
in the Newby trial closed at noon to-day. The 
court sent the jury out to lunch in charge of 
an officer with instructions to return at 1:30 
to receive the charge of the court. The gen- 
eral impression is that the jury will acquit 
the defendant, although it is not expected 
that an agreement will be reached at once. 
The defendant was in court all forenoon 
and listened to the arguments with marked 
interest. He wore his usual Grand army 
sult adorned with a Grand Army button. 
Mrs. Newby,his avowed wife,sat beside him. 
Before court opened the defendant perused a 
morning paper, He seemed to read with 
some difficulty, his head moving back and 
forth with each line. He wore a pair of 
spectacles, possibly to give him a more ven- 
erable appearance. 

Mr. Creighton of Fairfield addressed the 
jury for the defense to-day by going over 
substantially the same ground covered by 
the 140 witnesfes for the defense, against the 
Government’s thirty-one witnesses, and 
asked the jury which they would believe. 
He could not explain how it was 
that the defendant became identified with 
the person known as Daniel Benton. There 
had evidently been a resemDiance and de- 
fendant had probably adopted the name 
during his long period of mental darkness at 
the suggestion of some one who had mis- 
taken him for Benton.

Record of Bank Failures Since the First 
Day of the Year. | 
WASHINGTON, July 22.—In addition to the 
heavy failure ofthe government depository 
at Louisville, three other failures of national 
banks were reported to Oomptroller Eckels 


this morning, the faflures occurring in sec- 
tions widely apert. The failed banks 
are: The State National Bank of Vernon, 
Tex. , capital $100,000; the First National Bank 
of Vernon, Tex., capital $80,000, and the State 
National Bank of Knoxville, Tenn., capital 
$100,000. All these banks are small institu- 
tions, the deposits in each being in the 
neighborhood of $100,000. 

Gov. Coroer, connected with the National 
Bank of Commerce of Denver, had an inter- 
view with Comptroller Eckels this morning 
as to the bank resuming business. While not 
assured, it is probaDie that arrangements 
may be perfected by which the bank can 
pee in a short time. 

Stace Jan. 1 nearly 200 national banks have 
closed their doors aceainst less than fifty dur- 
ing the same period last year. Of the fall - 
ures this yearfive have been United States 
depositories as follows: 

The Frst National Gank of Little Rock, 
Ark. ; the Gate City National Bank of Atlanta, 
Ga. ; the People’s By nal Bank of Denver, 
Lolo. ; the German FiConai Bank of Denver, 
the Kentucky National Bank of Louisville.

AN EXPENDITURE OF 10 CENTS MIGHT 
HAVE PREVENTED THE DELAY. 


But Juror Herman EZillenbach Insisted

Well, we will try to have you home to 
dinner to-morrow,’’ replied his father, who 
all through the trial has sat directly back of 
the prisoners. 

Kaiser’s mother and sister occupied seats 
inside the rail, back of Mr. and Mrs. McUon- 
nell. Kaiser’s mother is a lame woman, past 
middie age. Both herself and her daughter’s 
eyes were red fromcrying and both looked 
worn out. Henze’s sister, mother and 
brother watched every move that Lawyers 
McDonald and Zachritz made and seemed to 
think that the prosecuting lawyers were re- 
sponsible for all their trouble. 

The brothers of the murdered stoekman oc- 
cupied seats near the lawyers for the prose- 
cution and signified their convictions by the 
glances cast atithe prisoners. 


THE CASE LAID OVER. 
Just as the Court announced that it was 
reaay to proceed with the trial one of the 
jurors, Herman Ellenbach, told the Oourt 
that he was sick. The juror had been com- 
plaining all morning that he was sick and 
com plained to the deputy sheriff that it was 
caused by being fed on vegetables not yet 
ripe. The jary was excused for a few min- 
utes and Dr. Priest sent for. After an ex- 
amination Dr. Priest gave it as his opinion 
that the juror was too nervous to listen to 
the testimony; and by consent of both sides 
the case was continued until Monday. Ellen- 
bach asked the Sheriff this morning to pro- 
cure him some medicine worth l0 cents. The 
Sheriff waited a few minutes and asked for 
the 10 cents. The juror refused to give it, 
saying thatthe State should paythe dime. 
The jury and deputy then got into a deadlock 
over a question of principle, and the result is 
that for 10 cents the case lays ovar.

‘The 
legal status of the case will be thoroughly 
considered at a meeting of the Council of Ad- 
ministration to-day and the exact course of 
action for to-morrow determined upon, It is 
the sentiment of the officials ‘to follow the 
letter of the law as laid down by Judge Stein, 
but evade the spirit of it. To do this a few 
of the gates will probably be open, and any - 
one who wants to pay 50 cents to see a shut- 
up show will be allowed to do 80. 
But officially and practically the Exposition 
will be closed to-morrow and every other 
Sunday until the end of October. The 
restraining order of the court is not taken to 
apply to the departmental buildings, which 
will be closed by order of the Director-Gen- 
eral, who has full charge over them. The 
people back of Mr. Clingman, however, talk 
of obtainingan extension of the injunction 
sO as to prevent the closing of the big build- 
ings. Butthe exhibitors have prepared to 
cover their displays to-morrow and the 
attendance of visitors willbe small indeed 
when they can’t see anything 
inside the buildings. As far as 
the Midway Plaisance is concerned it is part 
of Jackson Park, and consequently embraced 
in the open order of the court. The conces- 
sionaires would reap a harvest by getting a 
Sunday crowd ot patrons, and they are not 
putting any stumbling blocks in the way of 
the inqunction. 

Early next Tuesday fifty-two public school 
teachers selected by popular vote of the 
readers of the Pittsburg Times will arrive at 
the Fair to remain ten days. In the after- 
noon there will be a reception at the Penn- 
syivania Bullding, Maj. M. F. Handy making 
an address of welcome and Dr. W. N. Schae- 
fer, Supeszintendent of Public Instruction in 
Pennsylvania, responding.

The people of this country, who are op- 
posed to any contractton of the currency, 
whereby the prices of their products will 
be décreased and the burden of the debte— 
national, corporate or individual—they 
have to bear increased, will commit a 
grave blunder if they make common cause 
with the so-called silver States. 

The interests of these people and the in- 
terests of the silver producers are not es- 
sentially identical. The silver producers 
want legislation which will favor silver 
and give ita profitable market. The pro- 
ducers and debt-bearing people want legis- 
lation which will give them justice in the 
payment of debts and fair conditions for 
prosperity. The one wants legislation for 
silver regardless of consequences to the 
people, and the other wants legislation for 
the people regardless of its consequences 
to silver. 

The talk of justice to silver as such is the 
babble of a special interest fighting fora 
profit. Itisasfoolish for the people to 
back this special interest fight as it would 
be to support the demands of a gold bug, 
who wants the currency contracted for 
money-making purposes. Whatever may 
have been the causes of the condition 
confronting the country it must 
be dealt with as an existing 
condition and not from the standpoint of 
theory. Free silver coinage at a certain 
ratio cannot be considered as an essential 
end, but only asa means to an end, and 
thatend is the maintenance of the prin- 
ciple of justice and sound public policy. 
The gold basis and every other currency 
proposition should be judged solely by 
this test. 

The people of the producing sections of 
the country cannot afford to assume the 
odium, disadvantage and possible disas- 
ter of a special interest fight. They should 
combine to demand of Congress legislation 
which will conserve all interests without 
discrimination towards any special in- 
terest. 


THE PINCH THAT HURTS. 


Despite the undoubted hardship and 
menace to business interests involved in 
the enormous increase in the rate of mer- 
chandise taxation for school purposes, 
there is something gratifying in the squeal 
it has evoked from the business men of this 
city. They feel the pinch of public school 
mismanagement in the citizen’s tenderest 
spot—the pocketbook. 

The increase is explained on the excel- 
lent ground that the interests of the 
schools absolutely require the additional 
income in order that the fair demands for 
accommodations and needful improve- 
ments may be met. The argument is un- 
answerable and the citizens must submit 
with as good grace as possible. 

But let us look a little deeper into the 
causes of the present pressing needs of the 
schools. Why is it that with the large income 
of the school fund the schools happen to 
be in such pressing need of accommoda- 
tions and improvements? The reasons are 
amply set forth in the files of the Post- 
DirsPatoH. For years we have called 
public attention to public school mis- 
management. We have shown the lack of 
ordinary business capacity and foresight 
in the disposal 6f school real estate. We 
have pointed out that the sacritficial sale 
of real estate bas deprived the school fund 
of property which would be a constant 
sourcé of increasing wealth and revenue. 
We have exposed jobs innumerable in 
School Board transactions and contracts. 
We have uncovered a riot of extravagance 
and dishonesty. 

By dint of ceaseless hammering citizens 
were aroused in some measure to a sense of 
duty and ed Wmprovement, although 
not reform, was effected in the 
reorganization of the School Board at the 
last election. But better management has 
not been able to avert the effects of 
a train of long-continued evils, some 
of which have not yet been rooted 
out. These effects, like all consequences 
of misgovernment, are not confined to one 
department but are feltin every part of 
the body politic. If citizens had resented 
as they should the damage inflicted upon 
the weighty interests of education they 


perity depends upon the ready exchange of 
commodities. 

But too much stress should not be laid 
upon one phase of the question. A healthy 
money system is necessary, but it is not 
the only nor the principal factor in the 
problem. And the danger is that vital 
questions will be forgotten while settling 
one which is for the moment conspicuous, 
but not the most important. The most 
perfect monetary system will not avail 
against the vicious influence of a revenue 
System based upon the assumption that 
wealth can be increased by hindering ex- 
changes, by interfering with the natural 
laws of trade. 

The whole fiscal system in this country 
is made up of selfishness and exploded 
errors. It is a compromise between reason 
and common sense on the one hand and 
the greedy demands of special interests 
grown great through the complacency of 
the Government. We cannot hope for 
stability and complete confidence until 
a tborough reform is had which shall 
include the revenue as well as the 
monetary systems. Sound money alone 
will not make the country prosperous. 
Exchanges, foreign and domestic, must 
first be liberated from the thousand and one 
restrictions which now choke them before 
sound money can do its highest service. 


TWO KINDS OF PENSIONS. 

By order of the Secretary of the Interior 
the name of Charles D. Long has been 
taken from the pension rolls pend- 
ing an investigation. Long, who is 
a Judge of the Michigan Supreme 
Court, witha salary of §7,000a year, lost 
an arm and sustained other severe injuries 
while fighting for his conntry, and is still 
suffering acutely from the disabilities then 
incurred. 

An acknowledgment of some sort is due 
to such men. The country does owe a 
debt of gratitude to Judge Long against 
which no one will urge the smallest objec- 
tion. Secretary Smith’s course, gaid to be 
prompted by the fact that Judge Long does 
not need the pension, is therefore open to 
criticism if it implies a failure to recognize 
the worth of his services and the extent of 
his patriotic sacrifices. That he does not 
need it may be admitted, but that is not a 
good reason in itself why the pension 
should not be paid. The essential fact is 
that Judge Long voluntarily gave up a life 
full of bodily health and accepted a maimed 
and painful existence in order to render a 
service to his own and future generations. 
He should receive praise and honor from 
his fellow countrymen. 

But can such services be paid for in 
money? When self-sacrifice becomes a 
purchasable commodity it ceases to be 
noble or praiseworthy and the perform- 
ance of a patriotic duty a mere gambler’s 
hazard, undertaken not because it is right 
but because there is possible profit in it. 
The tendency is to interpret gratitude in 
terms of dollars and cents and put a money 
valuation upon patriotic services and sac- 
rifices. This cannot be done without 
affronting every high-minded man who 
went into the war as a disinterested 
patriot. J udge Long and others like him 
should be allowed their pensions, not as 
payment for services rendered, but as a 
recognition of a debt that cannot be meas- 
ured by dollars. The people of the United 
States honor themselves by putting such 
men on the rolls and nobody will grum- 
ble at the rating granted. 

It is by contrast with such cases that the 
fraudulent character of so many claims 
and payments is emphasized and the sham 
of putting men like Long on a level with 
the psuedo patriots, many of whom never 
smelt gunpowder, is all the more glaring. 
We can afford to pay lagge pensions to the 
Longs. It is a privilege to do s. But it is 
not right to use a nation’s gratitude as an 
opportunity for chicanery and fraud.

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CURIOUS INDIAN RELIC 


Finding of a Stone Worn by Ancient 
Native Priests. 
from the Ashland (Ore.) Tidings. 
Not long ago there was dug up in Ashlanda 
curious stone with some dim and crude in- 
scription upon it. It being shown to an old 
Oregon pioneer, he pronounced it a temane- 
was stone, worn as a breast-plate by the 
ancient Indian priests. 

It has holes in the upper corners by which 
it may be hung upon the priest’s neck. I 
carries upon ita picture of the sacred wWig- 


the totem pole, onthe topof which a little 
flag was hung that warned the evil spirts off 
while the priest performed his divine func- 
tions, in the sacred house or wigwam. 

This temanewas may coincide with the 
breast-piate of the Ephod, worn by the 
ancient Jewish priests, so that the picture of 
the wigwam on this stone may represent the 

rimary ancestor of all the temples evn 
edicatedin the worid, and all ges ad 
liberty poles of all ages "and countries may 
possibly be the lineal descendants of the 
original totem represented on the stone 
Probably this Ashland stone is the only one 
of the kind in existence.

THRE ASIATIC SCOURGE 


Utmost Precaution Being Taken to Pre- 
vent Its Spread in Europe. 


NEw YorK, July 22.—Dr. W. A. Wheeler, 
head of the medical department at Ellis 
Island, has returned from Europe, where he 
had been sent by the Treasury Department 
at Washington to inspect the sanitary con- 
dition of the more important sea ports and 
learn the precautions used there in the 


transport of immigrants to this country. 
He arrived on the White Star steamer Brit- 
tannic-yesterday, after an absence of nearly 
three months. Dr. Wheeler has a lengthy 
report tomake to the Treasury Department 
of his investigations, but declined to divulge 
its contents and was unwilling to tell any- 
thing beyond the fact that in general the 
ports which he visited were in quite a satis- 
factory condition. Later, however, he vs 
ited Ellis Island and made known to Com- 
missioner Senner some of the particulars of 
his inspection. The information that cholera 
had appeared at Naples inté@rested Dr. 
Wheeler greatly. He was in Naples about 
three weeks ago, and there was no sign of 
cholera there then. 

In regard to its appearance he said: 1 
certainly believe that it was imported and 
under the present arrangements thatit will 
be held in check. 

These arrangements include the quarantin- 
ing of all intending immigrants for five days 
in a building recently erected in therear of 
the city. iy the erection of this quaran- 
tine station there were no protective meas- 
ures whatever, and inthis respect Naples 
was far behind ports like cod! and 
Bremen. The principal ports visited by Dr. 
Wheeler were Hamburg, Bremen, Rotter- 
dam, Antwerp. Marseilles and Naples. In 
Hamburg and Bremen he found that every 
precaution was being taken to prevent the 
appearance of cholera and to hold it under 
control in the event ofits appearance. He 
found that the steamship companies were 
protected by a careful inspection of all steer- 
age passengers booked on their vessels, and 
that the sanitary condition of the cities was 
far ahead ofthat of last year. There have 
been a numberof cases of cholera in Mar- 
sellles, dut these were of a 
sporadic nature, rom an attack 
of which Marseilles has never been 
free. There are few if any immigrants 
arriving from Marseilles, and the only im- 
portation to be feared is that of rags. The 
rags exported from that’ placeto America, 
however, are thoroughly disinfected before 
they are — — nder the supervision of 
the American Consular certificate is required 
to this effect. Rotterdam and Antwerp were 
ina fair condition, one thing being noted 
particularly by r. eeler. At each of 
these ports Russian Jews are collected, be- 
cause not so much care is exercised by the 
owners of steamships in the selection of their 
steerage passengers. At Hamburg particu- 
larly Russian Jews bave recently had di. 
chity in securing passage tickets to America 
and the result is that others are gathering at 
Rotterdam and Antwerp for immigration.
